static during the past few years. Whether 
it is that listeners do not pay their licence 
money, or that listeners are dying off to 
compensate the new-comers, I do not 
know ; but I imagine that the authorities 
should: look about for some explanation of 
the phenomenon. Statistics go to prove 
that every country in Europe shows an 
appreciable increase in the number of radio 
licences issued when the year ends. But 
not so the Free State. Why? 

I make bold to say that it is because 
the broadcasting system in this country 
lacks imagination, is run far too cheaply, 
and, by its very constitution, is unable to 
expand. Expansion is essential. 

The Government must wake up to its 
responsibilities in this respect. There are 
other aspects of social endeavour where a 
bold and progressive policy has been 
shown, and where the results. of such a 
policy have been more than justified. 
Broadcasting needs such a brave policy. 

There is no need to become reckless. We 
have in all parts of the world examples of 
how magnificent broadcasting services 
have been successfully built up from small 
beginnings. Our own needs are not so 
much financial—although cheese-paring, as 
we now know it, will never get us any- 
where—as the removal of needless restric- 
tions. Broadcasting should be made a 
self-contained department. It should be 
suficient unto itself. They did it in 
England ; they did it in Canada, and now 
they are going to do it in New Zealand. I 
mention these countries, because con- 
ditions there are more comparable to ours 
from a radio requirement point of view 
than on the Continent, where progressive 
grouping and unification of control under 
self-governing organisation is no novelty. 


Overhaul Needed. 


S it a characteristic of our race that we 
take the things that do not really 
matter too seriously and the things which 
do matter not seriously at all? If we are 
agreed that broadcasting does matter, it 
would seem that the person who made such 
an assertion would have some grounds for 
his opinion. . We have lost many oppor- 
tunities through our dallying, but there is 


i yet time 1f we pull ourselves together. 


The high-power station will give us a 
new opportunity. It can act as an in- 
centive to greater things... Using it as the 
medium, we can organise a service \. hich 
will give to the people of Ireland the best 
that all, or nearly all, the arts have to 
offer. There is, 1 feel sure, no necessity 
to dilate on the advantages which an en- 
lightened broadcasting service could 
confer on the community. Our own 
imaginations should tell us. But, [ main- 
tain, we must take broadcasting seriously. 

What, then, you may ask, should we do 
to put our house in order? I suggest that, 
in order to put radio thoroughly on its 
feet in this country, a complete overhaul

When they 
ave arrived at their conclusions. the 
Dail should be asked to pass a bill which 
would transfer broadcasting—bag and 
baggage—into the control of the new Cor- 
poration, or call it what you will.

My proposal is hardly novel; it cer- 
tainly is nut altogether revolutionary, 
but I do claim that it is sound.

Scott’s ACass Production :

The Autograph Hunter : The Royal Trish Academy, 
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Scott's A%Cass Production. 


Amongst the many interesting facts 
recalled through this week’s centenary of 
the death of Sir Walter Scott, none, 
perhaps, is more striking than the monu- 
mental nature of his achievements, even 
when considered in the mere mass. Scott 
frequently worked fourteen hours a day, 
and under pressure could turn out a long 
novel (‘‘ The Bride of Lammermoor “ is 
an instance) in a fortnight. His imagina- 
tion ranged the whole world over, from 
his native heath to far off, and then little 
known, India. With almost equal 
facility he could design his story in the 
age of chivalry, in the Tudor courts, or 
amidst contemporary scenes, while his 
range of character portrayal was equally 
unrestricted. It has been estimated, for 
instance, that in ‘‘ Ivanhoe ” alone there 
are not fewer than 150 = individual 
characters, while in the whole ‘‘Waverley”’ 
series the total approaches 1,700. 

Faults directly due to overproduction 
can be found to a remarkable extent in 
Scott’s work. They are obviously the 
lapses of a writer who had little time for 
revision. In the “ Antiquary ” he makes 
the sun set in the East and puts two days 
of Tuesday in the same week. In “ Rob 
Roy ” two horsemen on pressing business 
can ride only ninety miles in six days; 
vet in the same week they are made to 
ride fifty miles in one day on the same 
horses. In “ Woodstock’’ he makes 
Shakespeare die twenty years too soon, 
while in “ Ivanhoe’’ Malvoisin’s Chris- 
tian name is given first as Richard and 
later as Philip. 


“he Roual Trish .Academy. 


Whilst looking at the priceless collec. 
tion of antiquities in the National 
Museum the other day, I recalled Sir 
Walter Scott’s disappointment at the 
meagreness of the public collection that 
he found in the Royal Irish Academy 
when he visited Treland in 1825. The 
‘Academy of that day showed little interest 
in ancient Irish history, and Scott 
searched in vain under its roof for the 
weapons and ornaments that he was eager 
to see. He tells us in his journal, how- 
ever, of his delight in the private collec- 
tion of Dr. Tuke. At the doctor’s private 
house his desire to study the ancient 
relics of Ireland was abundantly satisfied. 
The entry in the journal runs: ‘“ He 
remained there some hours, ' evidently 
much pleased, and on his return to Scot- 
land he sent Dr. Tuke a present of two 
antique brazen vessels which had been 
found there, but yet bore considerable 
resemblance to some of this covntry, which 
he had seen in Dr. Tuke’s collection.’’ 


St. 2Cichan’s Vaults. 


Chatting recently with the verger of St. 
Michan’s Church, one of the most popular 
places in Dublin with overseas visitors, I 
was a little surprised to learn that fewer 
Americans visited the famous vaults 
during the summer months than natives of 
other countries. ‘‘ We had on an average 
over one hundred visitors daily,’’ he told 
me. ‘* By far the largest proportion were 
English, Scottish and Welsh, but we had 
all sorts of foreign folk here. Some of 
them came from so far away that one had i 


i 


never even heard oí them, others from. 


obscure islands that one had forgotten ever 
existed. Those who could not speak 
English usually brought an interpreter 
with them.” Visitors to St. Michan’s, I 
believe, are constantly surprised at the 
remarkable manner in which the corpses 
are preserved in the vaults under the 
church, ‘‘I have never seen anything 
like it,” an Egyptian said to me the other 
day. ‘‘In my country we embalm the 
dead, but here. you have the bodies of 
people who have died hundreds of years 
ago in a better state of preservation than 
many of those which we go to a great deal 
of trouble to mummify.’’ 


Sleepers’ W ays. 


The other day two or three friends of 


. . . . . ‘ 
mine were discussing various aspects of 


sleep—how much they required, how well 
or ill they slept, and so on. One of them 
rather surprised me by saying that he 
could ‘only sleep really well when he could 
have his bed ‘parallel to Harcourt street, 
with his head towards the Green.’’ He 
hastened to explain. It is said that many 
people find that the quality of their sleep 
is largely governed by the position of 
their bodies in relation to the movement 
of the earth, presumably because of its 
effect on the circulation. This principle 
has long been recognised in the East, 
since Hindus always advocate sleeping 
with the head towards the north. Appa- 
rently, my friend agrees with them ; for 
his rough-and-ready method of orienta- 
tion through the medium of Harcourt 
street ensures that he lies with his head 
towards the Great Bear. 


Autograph Hunters. 


The ingenious device of the Earl of 
Harewood’s nine-year-old son to obtain 
the autographs of all the Test players in 
the forthcoming series reminds me (writes 
a correspondent) of other attempts to ob- 
tain signatures of the great. When King 
George and his brother, the late Duke of 
Clarence, were naval cadets, Royal auto- 
graphs were easy to secure. Brother 
naval cadets, primed by a host of am- 
bitious relatives, pressed into the hands 
of the Princes a steady flow of birthday 
books for signature. ‘the signatories 
‘“ obliged ”' for some time, so long as they 
received the regulation and compensatory 
pieces of toffee. Finally, however, this 
sticky commodity became devaluated 
through ‘‘ over-production.”” ‘‘This is 
getting too much,’’ proclaimed one of the 
Princes, “you. will have to make it 
potted meat next time.” 

The ex-Kaiser, it is said, must be ad- 
dressed by the full titles held in his for- 
mer position—‘‘ The All-Highest ” is one 
title—before he will satisfy autograph- 
hunters. Miss Margaret Bondfield, who, 
as the first British woman Cabinet 
Minister, is persistently pursued for her 
autograph, obliges correspondents in re- 
turn for a contribution to her ‘‘ Lame 
Dopgs' ” Fund, run in aid of distressed 
members of her party. Daniel O'Connell. 
however, often revlied to requests for his 
signature with: “ Sir, I’]l be damned if 
I will send you my autograph.—Yours, 
Daniel O’Connell.’’ :

ST. JUDE’S CHURCH. | STAMPS OF 
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ARCHBISHOP INSTALS NEW 
INCUMBENT, 


The Rev. J. B. Neligan, Curate of Clon- 
tarf, was instituted by the Archbishop of 
Dublin last night to the Incumbency of St. 
Jude's, Kilmainham, in succession to the 
Rev. N. Hamilton. 

A large congregation attended.the Service 
in St. Juade’s, where the institution took 
place. The new incumbent was presented to 
the Archbishop by the Diocesan Registrar, 
who read the certificate of his appointment, 
and administered the declaration. 

The Archbishop, in the course of an ad- 
dress, said that it seemed a very short time 
since, in July, 1929, they had met there for 
the ins:.tution of their outgoing incumbent, 
Mr. Hamilton, who had been called to 
anothcr sphere. Mr. Hamilton’s stay had 
been short, but during his stay he had called 
the people closer together, and had made 
many improvements in the chancel of the 
church, and won the respect and affection of 
his people. Their new incumbent came with 
the -xperience of seven years as a curate, 
eit’ or in the parish of Rathmines or of Clon- 
tarf. This was his first experience of an 
individual cure, and inevitably he must enter 
on his sole charge with the anxiety which 
any one of them must feel on entering on 
new ground, He would impress on the 
paris iioners, therefore, to give their new 
incumbent their support. They must work 
with him, and, above all, pray for him. It 
was the prayers of Christians, and not criti- 
cism ant complaints, that brought down 
b! ssings from above. 

The Archbishop urged the importance of 
regular attendance at church. People, he 
said, were a great deal more lax in going to 
cl rea to-day than was the case forty years 
ago; but church-going was just as important 
to Christian men and women now as ever it 
was. He beseeched every man and woman 
and boy and girl in the congregation not to 
let anything induce them to play fast and 
loose with the habit of church-going. If 
there w’s no church-going, there was some- 
thing very serious lacking in their lives.

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SIR WALTER SCOTT. 
POET AND NOVELIST. 


Pa 


EPTEMBER 2ist, 1932, marks the cen- 
tenary of the death of Sir Walter Scott, 
poet and novelist. Born at Edinburgh, 

August 15th, 1771, he was of Border descent 
on both his father’s and mother’s side. His 
early life was spent at Sandyknowe, where he 
lived with his grandfather, his delicate health 
as a child rendering it necessary for him to 
live outside the city. 

During his schooldays Scott displayed no 
articular brilliance. After leaving school 
ve studied for the Bar, and became an advo- 
cate in 1792. In 1797 he married Charlotte 
Margaret Charpentier, a lady of French 
descent, and established himself at Lasser- 
wade, five miles south of Edinburgh. The 
year 1799 saw him appointed Deputy-Sheriff 
of Selkirkshire at a fag se of £300 beg annum, 
and as the duties of this office made it neces- 
sary to reside part of the year in Selkirkshire 
he moved to Ashestiel,-near Selkirk. Here he 
spent the summer months, returning to Edin 
burgh every year for the winter, 


AN APPOINTMENT. 


In 1802 and 1804 he published his 
“ Minstrelsy of: the Border” and “* Sir 
Tristram.’’ In 1805 he was appointed Princi- 
es ages in the Court of Session. The income 
rom this office was seldom less than £1,200. 
Having decided to abandon the law as a pro- 
fession, he now set about establishing his 
claim to liferary renown. This ambition he 
realised in no uncertain fashion, for in the 
same year (1805) the “Lay of the Last 
Minsirel”’ was published, and* met © with 
instant success. Betwien 1805 and 1814 there 
followed ‘‘ Marmion,” ‘‘ The Lady of the 
Lake,’’ and “ Rokeby.”’ 

In 1814 Scott completed his first prose 
romance, ‘‘ Waverley.”" This appeared with- 
out the author’s name, and won an enormous 
popularity purely on its merits. About this 
time he bought a Tweedside property and 
began to build Abbotsford, the mansion which 
has been described as “a romance in stone 
and lime.’’ It contains panels of carving from 
Dunfermline Palace, mé the entrance hall is 
laid with black and white Hebridean marble. 
The roof is copied from Roslin Chapel. In 
the study there still stand Scott’s writing 
table and desk, made of wood fron the ships 
of the Spanish Armada. 

In 1815 he wrote “Guy Mannering,”’ in

In 1820 he was 
made a baronet, and in 1822 acted as Master 
of Ceremonies during the visit of George IV. 
to Edinburgh, while all the time novels con- 
tinued to pour from his pen, and his duties of 
office were in no wise neglected. 


BANKRUPTCY. 


In his fifty-fifth year, 1826, the printing 
business in which he was a partner became 
bankrupt, and he set about the enormous task 
of re-establishing his solvency. So  in- 
dustriously did he apply himself to this work 
that although his debts amounted to ‘over 


£100,000 his creditors received a dividend of | 


over 15s. in the pound when he died six years 
later. In the same doubly unfortunate year 
his wife died, after a long illness, and his 
health began to fail. In 1830 he became affected 
with paralysis, and after a voyage to Italy, 
e returned 


He was buried at Dryburgh 
His grave in the north transept, now 


September 21, A.D. 1832.”’ 

Great as was Scott’s renown as a writer, he 
was equally well known as a man of outstand- 
ing virtue and integrity. He was modest, 
gentle and kind, and his charm and simplicity 
of manner endeared him to all. A droll 
humour characterised his conversation; yet, 
above all, he had the wisdom. of common- 
sense, which, allied to an abundance of 
human sympathy, made him both a great 
writer and a great man.

Miss Joan Macdonald, second daughter of 
the Prime Minister, was married at Wendover 
yesterday to Dr. Alastair Mackinnon. 
Cheering crowds gathered in the streets, and 
the congregation included many notable 
people, including Cabinet colleagues . and 
other friends of the Prime Minister. The 
Service was conducted by the Rev. Hector 
MacLean, a friend of the bridegroom, who 
came from the Isle of Skye, and the. Rev. 
M. H. Roberts, of Wendover. Nowhere in 
the Service did the word ‘‘ obey ”’ occur. 

After the ceremony Dr. and Mrs. Mackinnon 
drove away from the chapel to the mingled 
sound of bagpipes, played by R.A.F. pipers, 
and the cheers of the crowd. 

In a huge marquee which stretched across 
the lawns at Chequers a jolly scene followed 
the wedding. Set on a table was a four-tier 
iced wedding-cake, surmounted by lilies, and 
Mrs. Joan Mackinnon, taking a silver: knife, 
cut the cake amidst chaffing remarks and 
cheering. 

Then the best man, Dr. M. A. Lockie, 
jumped on to a chair holding a huge bundle 
of telegrams in his hand. “' The first is from 
the King.” cried Dr. Lockie. There was an 
outburst of cheering. “Tt is addressed to 
the Prime Minister and reads, ‘The Queen 
and I wish your young couple every happi- 
rt £8. 

Amid further applause Dr. Lockie read a 
message from. Signor Mussolini, which said: 
‘Yon will kindly accept my warmest. con- 
gratulations for to-day’s happy ceremony, 
and convey my cordial good wishes to the 
bride and bridegroom.” 


OTHER MESSAGES, 


The Belgian Ambassador and the Italian 
Ambassador alse sent’ messages, as did Sil 
John and Lady Simon and Lord Amulree. 
Cries of “Good old Lossiemouth” greeted 
this message from the Provost and ‘Town 
Clerk of Lossiemouth: “ The Town Council 
of Lossiemouth and its inhabitants send best 
wishes for your future happiness and pros-

At the: fifty-fifth annual conference of the 
National Union of Conservative and Unionist 
Associations, to be held at Blaékpool on 6th

Congratulating the Government upon the 
success with which peace and order have 
been maintained in India without serious loss 
of life or loss of British troops; recognising 
the desirability of extending the self-governing 
powers of the Indians when circumstances 
permit. 

Viéwing with the gravest apprehension the 
future of agriculture, and urgmg the Govern-

In the opinion of the Conference the return 
of prosperity, revival of trade and industry, 
reduction of unemployment, and progress

ABBEY THEATRE REVIVAL. 


“The Big House,” which, alike for its 
beauty and power and for its historical 
significance, must be a as one of the 
most notable of Lennox Robmson’s plays, war 
revived at the Abbey Theatre last night. — 

These four scenes in the life of an Irish 
country house from 1918 to 1925 tell the 
story of the vicissitudes of a section of 
Ireland's population during that eventiw 
period, and incidentally, by subtle suyyges- 
tion, of Ireland as a whole. Few plays have 
depicted more effectively the clash between 
the méntalities of Saxon and Gael. 

The sympathy and understanding which the 
author has shown in bringing out this conflict 
communicated themselves last night to the 
entire. company. How better could it have 
been expressed than in the presentation of 
the characters which make up the Alcock 
family, in which Irish and English meet in 
the characters of husband and wile, as por- 
trayed by Mr. Barry Fitzgerald and Miss 
May Craig, but cannot be said to mix in the 
character of their daughter, as played 'y 
Miss Eileen Crowe? Equally praiseworthy in 
their smaller parts were Mr. F. J. McCormick, 
as the British officer who turns Auxiliary; 
Mr. P. J. Carolan, as the picturesque old 
rural butler with a weakness for his master s 
cellar, and Mr. Arthur Shields, as the no 
lees rustic, but much less interesting, youns 
man of noble descent. Mr. M. J. Dolan was 
a convincing clergyman, and Miss Ria Mooney 
and Mr. Denis ( Dea gave suitable renderings 
of their respective réles.

Case for Corporation at 
Limerick Inquiry. 


From-Our Own ConAESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Tuesday. 


R. Ji. A. McLYSAGHT, Free: State 
M Local Government Inspector, resumed 
his inquiry at the Town Hall, Lime- 
rick, into the powers, duties and financial 
obligations of the Limerick County Borough 
Council and County. Borough Board of 
Health. R 
Mr. J. J..Dundon, solicitor, presented the 
case for the Corporation, outlining in. detail 
thé rating powers ef that body for revenue 
purposes. In addition to expenditure for 
Poor Law purposes, the poor rate provided 
the expenses under the Tuberculosis. Preven- 
tion -(lreland).. Acts, 1908, which were not 
subject to any limit. The Improvement, or 
Town, Rate, provided all .expenditure on re- 
pairing street paving, cleansing and lighting 
of streets. This rate was limited .to 5s.. but 
was removed in respect of expenditure for 
sanitary purposes, so that the rate became 
divisible. into. a rate .Íor ordinary purpeses 
and still limited to §s., and a rate for sanitary 
purposes not so, limited. The meals, medical 
treatment. of children, maternity, child wel- 
fare, diseases of animals and primary scholar- 
ships were financed out of the Improvement 
Rate, as well as the Vocational. Education 
Act, and the rate required for mniversity 
scholarship, tourist development and free 
library finance. 


GENERAL PURPOSES RATE. 


The General Purposes rate was levied to 
meet expenditure on the mental hospital. 
contributions to the city hospitals, mainten- 
ance of children in industrial schools, and 
ayment of.malicious injury claims. . The 
sorough rate was liable for the salary of the 
Mayor and stafí and upkeep of the widows’ 
aims houses. The chief source of revenue 
was an annual contribution of £1,400 from the 
Limerick markets, and when this fell. into 
arrear. some years ago the City and Borough 
rate had to meet the deficiency, limited to 
ód. in the £: Although the Local Govyern- 
ment: Act, 1898, made provision,. under cer- 
tain conditions, for the consolidation of :rates, 
the ie dan gp had been advised. that, be:

SCENE on a roadway near the River 

Dee, in which a former water bailiff

Smith denied that he had a salmon, and 
said that there was nothing under his coat, 
He was waXing, along the roadway, with a 
friend when Ward came along and made a 
go at his coat. Then he (Smith) struck 
vim a blow, believing that the bailiff had no 
right to stop and search him on the road- 
way.

Other writers have given to the land of 
their birth a great position in the world. 
A few, like Shakespeare, Balzac and 
Dickens, have created a comédie humaine 
whose boundaries almost reach the 
boundaries of life itself. In most cases, 
however, while the writings, with their 
literary and social influence, have sur- 
vived, the writers have become shadows; 
they are remembered most often through 
anecdotes of their literary quarrels. 
Throughout the whole field of British 
letters only two great writers of the 
past still hold us with the spell 
of living personality; these two we 
still see in their habit as they lived, 
and still we hear the beating of their 
hearts. One is Samuel Johnson and the 
other is Walter Scott. It is unhappily 
true that the Waverley Novels have ceased 
to be “best sellers,’’ and that few people 
now keep company with that magnificent 
gallery of characters which includes so 
much heroic greatness and so much heroic 
folly, but no taint of meanness. Never- 
theless, the maker keeps the stage; and 
Scott created nothing more noble than 
himself. Nothing in any of his books 
surpasses the picture of the old man who 
turned a dauntless face to misfortune, 
and, for the honour of his house, threw 
himself once again into insatiable toil. 

Far may we search before we find 

A neart so manly and so kind. 

Sometimes the celebration of centenaries 
has a merely literary or antiquarian 
interest, but in honouring Sir Walter 
Scott to-day his country acknowledges an 
enduring debt. He found her neglected 
by the world after a long period of war 
When Dr, Johnson visited 

1775, his Augustan

Scotland, in 
temper fretted by the 
and squalor which met his 
‘It will very readily occur,” he wrote, 
“that this uniformity of barrenness can 
afford very little amusement to the 
traveller; and that these journeys are 
useless labours which neither impregnate 
the imagination nor enlarge the under- 
standing.” Within forty years of that 
trim utterance Scott had placed Scotland 
triumphantly on the map of the British 
islands. He of course, a grand 
romantic, but his romance was of the sort 
that the slightly starved souls of that age 
required. He peopled his country with 
splendid and beautiful and shaggy figures, 
He proclaimed its scenic glorjes in verse 
that remains unforgettable, though it has 
ceased to be read. His art became a great 
reconciler of the ancient quarrel with 
England. To-day, under the economic 
stress of our times, some of the Gothic 
gilt has vanished from Scott’s picture; a 
certain cynicism grows in the cities, and 
there is rumbling talk of a new national 
movement which would have grieved the 
On the lowest basis, 
however, he is a continuing asset which 
his country must value annually in 
millions of pounds. 

A century, after all, is a brief period in 
time; at Edinburgh to-day is a pilgrim 
from Ireland whose father, as a little boy, 
attended Scott’s funeral. In man’s out- 
look on the world, however, and in all the 
tendencies of life and letters, a century 
can make notable changes. When Scott's 
genius was at flower men took themselves 
seriously, though not too solemnly; they 
had definite standards of right and wrong, 
and they had equally definite standards for 
the quality of letters. To-them good read- 
ing was a weighty matter, which exacted 
discipline and went below the surface of the 
mind. Scott’s novels were not too long, 
his introductions were not tedious, for the 
children of men who had been trained upon 
the seven volumes of ‘‘ Clarissa Harlowe.”’ 
Our restless age does not read Scott—not 
merely because it fancies that it has no 
time, but because its mind has lost the 
gift of concentration. In this year of Grace 
five hundred novels will be published for 
every one that was published in 1832; and 
all will be “' great novels ” for at least a 
week, There is no room for a single Triton 
among the twentieth century’s swarming 
minnows of literature. When the author 
of “ Waverley ” was still “ the Great Un- 
known,’’ that mystery thrilled the whole of 
Europe.

The British Coalfields. 


Conditions of labour in the great British 
coalfields, as two reports summarised by 
the Manchester Guardian lamentably 
agree, have shown little sign of improve- 
ment, In the North Midland area, which 
includes the mines of Derbyshire, Notting- 
hamshire and Leicestershire, 498 accidents 
occurred during 1931, of which 89 were 
fatal. Twenty-one of these accidents were 
due to defective plant or to breach of rules 
by officials, 32.to breach of rules by work- 
men, 198 to lack of ordinary care and fore- 
sight, and 247 were unavoidable. One- 
half of the accidents, therefore, was pre- 
ventible. The inspectors who analysed 
these figures offer various suggestions to 
reduce the total of calamities—the pro- 
vision of good roads, well-laid rails, ample 
lighting, more safety devices, and better 
instruction and supervision. Such im- 
provements, however are almost impos- 
sible of achievement while the British 
coal industry remains in its impoverished 
state. It is some slight concolation 
that the care which the pressure 
of hard times denies to men has 
been extended to the animals at work in 
the mines. For many years the condition 
of the horses employed in the coalfields 
was a reproach to their employers. To-day, 
as we learn from the second report, the 
activities of Government inspectors have 
produced a very desirable bettering of their 
lot. Pit managers are alive at last to the 
benefits derived from the proper care of 
animals-used below ground. The pit ponies 
generally are in good condition; they are 
well fed and groomed, properly shod and 
stabled, and there is no evidence to show 
that they are over-worked. Such considera- 
tion is one of the more worthy signs of the 
times. Let us hope that, with returning 
prosperity, the lot of the human workers 
will show a similar improvement. 


Science and Whales.

Every child who 
has reached so far as sixth form at a 
national school is aware that the whale is 
not a fish, but a mammal; that it must 
rise periodically to the surface of the 
water in order to breathe ; that the mouth 
of one variety or another of whale is full 
of whalebone (which, as the bright urchin 
knows very well, is not bone at all), and 
that oil and ambergris can be procured in 
large quantities from what Jules Verne 


pedantically calls the cetacean, The best | i 


people have read ‘‘Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea ” and “ Peter the 
Whaler ” in youth; in later years they 
have digested ‘‘ Moby Dick,” and who can 
blame them for the thought that they 
know everything worth knowing about the 
whale? Apparently, however, even men 
of science still are doubtful about certain 
points concerning the whale; for the 
authorities. of the British Museum are 
enlisting the help of every coastal 
health officer in Scotland... Whenever a 
whale is so unfortunate as to let himself 
run ashore, a despatch is sent to the 
British Museum, enclosing a full descrip- 


tion of the castaway. If he appears to be | 
of an unusual type, the Museum’s repre-. 


sentative makes his way forthwith to the 
neighbourhood of the wreck. If. he can 
examine it there and then, he sets to work 
with his instruments; if not, a train of 
lorries is requisitioned, and the carcase 
goes to London. There is need of haste; 
for a whale cannot be stuffed, like a 
squirrel or a fox, by the taxidermist. 
As a result of these flying visits, the 
whale is yielding up his secrets one by 
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to England írom Co. Westmeath, where he 
had been spending a few weeks.

THE PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH, 
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CONFERENCE ON UNION WITH 
ANGLICAN BODY. 


The Very Rey. Dr. John White, leader in 
the movement for wnion of the Churches in 
Scotland. and first Moderator of the United 
Church, has made a pronouncement as to the 
conference on union between the Church of 
Scotland and the Church of England soon to 
be held. i 

Describing the conference as premature, if 
it aimed at uniting these. two Churches under 
one and the same form of government, Dr. 
White said ; “' It should, however, be possible 
for two national Churches which are branches 
of the Church Catholic to hold a 
Catholic. unity and communion with each 
other, and to find some way of manifesting 
their unity of witness and of service, despite 
widely different ecclesiastical traditions. Any 
endeavour to secure governmental unity 
would be in vain. The first essential cond- 
tion of any successful conference would be to 
recognise each other as very members in- 
corporate in the mystical body of Christ.”

Post Office Reform. 


Sir Kingsley Wood, the Postmaste: 
General, now that the holidays are over 
intends to give much consideration to the 
recommendations in the recent report of 
the Bridgeman Committee on post offic 
reform, One of the principal recommenda 
tions made in the report was that a board 
should be set up to control the Post Office, 
with the Postmaster-General as chairman 
and a general manager to see that the 
decisions of the board were carried into 
effect.

Quickly he became grave as he ex- 
pounded the spiritual background of his 
decision to “ fast unto death,” but he 
continued to interrupt serious talk with 
lighthearted banter. 

‘I am touchable by birth, but untouch- | 
able by choice,’’ he said. 

His usual level, passionless voice 
took on a deeper note when he added, 
“My life [ count as of no conse- 
quence. A hundred such lives given 
tor this noble cause would, in my 
opinion, be poor penance done by 
Hindus for the atrocious wrong 
heaped on helpless men and women 
of their own faith.”’ 

Referring to the. communal award, he 
said: “- Jt is only because Englishmen 
cannot possibly see the living side of the 
picture that in their ignorance and self- 
satisfaction they act as judges upon a 
juestion affecting the fundamental being 
if millions of people; I mean both caste 
Hindus and untouchables—that is, sup- 
pressors and suppressed. 


“TUSSLE FOR JUSTICE.” 

“ Like the Prophet of Islam, and like 
Jesus, I, on a humbler scale, have un- 
dertaken a tussle for justice. As my fast 
ontinues, my human cry will rise to the 
heavens of God Almighty.’’ 

Subsequently it was reported that Mr. 
Gandhi was indisposed, and that the doc- 
tor had advised him not to see any more 
visitors for the present. 

Meanwhile the hope that a way may 
vet be found to dissuade the Mahatma 
‘rom starving himself to death is raised 

a message from Bombay. which states 
that a scheme for the representation 
f the depressed classes, which it 1s 
believed may be acceptable to them, has 
evolved by Hindu leaders in con- 
ference there. 

A delegation, including such well-known 
leaders as Sir Te} Bahadux Sapru, Mr.

Ambedkar to call an iinmediate conference 
of leaders of the depressed classes from 
all India to RR (ata their .demands 
before negotiating with Mr. Gandhi. 


ASSEMBLY STATEMENT. 


At the end of question time in the Legis- 
lative Assembly to-day Mr. Haig, the 
Home member, informed the House that 
Mr. Gandhi would be allowed to remain 
in Yeravda Jail at his own request. 

Mr. Haig continued: ‘‘At the same 
time the Government are most anxious 
that this change of plan should not affect 
the opportunities for discussion of the 
problem of the depressed classes which 
they had contemplated should be available 
for him. They have, therefore, decided 
that, unless subsequent developments 
render any change necessary, he should 
receive in jail all reasonable facilities for 
private interviews with such persons or 
deputations as he may wish to see, and 
that there should be no restriction on his 
correspondence. ”’ 

The announcement was received with 
complete silence by the Opposition, but 
with some applause on the Government 
side of the House.

Police were called on to disperse an 
angry crowd of orthodox Jains—a Hindu 
sect—who staged a demonstration outside 
the gates of one of the temples concerned. 
They pulled down a notice board announc- 
ing that members of the depressed classes 
were to be admitted to the temple, and 
tried to picket the gates. 

The proposal to admit the depressed 
classes to certain selected temples arose in 
discussions over Mr. Gandhi's threatened 
fast, and it was hoped that it would have 
a beneficial effect on the relations between 
caste Hindus and the untouchables, and 
help to promote a compromise in the 
political negotiations.

HOW THE ISSUE 
IS CONFUSED. 


REPLY TO MINISTER 
FOR FINANCE. | 


PEAKING at Bagenalstown, County 
Carlow, last night, Mr. “Desmond 
Fitzgerald, T.D., said that on Sunday 
last the Minister for Finanee ad 
himself once more to the so-called ‘‘ secret 
document ”’ which had been published by 
the Stationery Office and presented to both 
Houses of the Oireachtas last April. 

There was no mention of ‘‘secret”* on 
its face, said Mr. Fitzgerald. The Govern- 
ment knew that virtually every document 

ing between the Free State and British 
vernments was marked ‘‘secret’’ in the 
normal course. Such a mark meant no 
more and no less than that the document 
would not be published without prior 
In so far as the document 
in question related to the land annuities 
it was secret only in that sense, and its 
contents were fully made known to the’ 
Dail on two occasions. 

Mr. Fitzgerald then quoted extracts 
from debates in the Dail in June, 1923, 
on the land annuities question to support 
his statements, 

If these facts were not sufficient to 
dissipate the alleged secret agreement, he 
said, there were the further facts that the 
Oireachtas gave legislative sanction to the 
payments which were to be made by the 
so-called secret agreement by the Appro- 
priation Act of 1923; that permanent pro- 
vision was made for the paying “over of 
these sums by the Oireachtas which passed 
Section 12 of the Land Act of 1923 : and 
that year by year the payments made 
came under the review of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General and the Public 
Accounts Committee. 


“LEGALLY MADE,” 


In this connection it was interesting to 
refer to what took place at the Public 
Accounts Committee on 15th December, 
1925, said Mr. Fitzgerald. On that occa- 
sion Deputy (now Senator) Johnson, the 
leader of the Labour Party, was in. the 
chair. The Chairman called the attention 
of the Committee to the fact that he had 
received a letter from Senator Colonel 
Moore to the effect that he believed that 
the payment of the land annuities was not 
legal. The point was referred’ to the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General for 
report, and he reported to the Com- 
mittee that the payments of the 
annuities were legally made under 
the Appropriation Act of 1923. and 
were passed by him and certified as being 
correct. The only persons to whom the 
Agreement of February, 1923, was secret 
were the political runaways now calling 
themselves the Fianna Fail Party, who 
would have known of the agreement had 
they been attending the legal Parliament 
instead of the illegal one. 

Mr. Fitzgerald contended that Mr. 
McEntee and his colleagues did not try to 
find out the facts. He then went into the 
agreement in detail and quoted extracts 
from it. 

Mr. McEntee had said on Sunday that 
the ‘‘ secret’’ agreement was the only 
ground upon which the British stand in 
regard to the annuities; that they relied 
on and could not rely on anything else, 
and that if it were not for that agreement 
there would be no controversy or suffer- 
ing. It was true that some sort of agree- 
ment was necessary in order that they 
should have effected the saving they did 
by enabling themselves not only to make 
use of the machinery of the British 
National Debt Commissioners, and so 
obviate the necessity for incurring the 
expense of setting up a similar machine in 
the Irish Free State, but to save the sum 
of approximately one million pounds per 
annum, since borne by the British tax- 
payer for bonus and excess stock.: 

The present dispute was not whether the 
Agreement of 1923 was ‘“‘ secret” or 
‘“ open,’” but whether the land annuities 
are revenue of this State or are payments 
which must properly be applied in dis- 
charge of interest and sinking fund in 
respect of the moneys advanced. The 
Fianna Fail parties were anxious to con- 
fuse the minds of the people with refer- 
ence to the ‘‘ secret ” agreement. 


ARBITRATION, 


Referring to the question of arbitration, 
Mr. Fitzgerald stated that Mr. de Valera 
was frankly dishonest. He could appoint 
two Irish nominees and the British could 
appoint their two, the meeting could be 
arranged and they could try to find a 
suitable chairman. No restriction would, 
in that way, be imposed on the personnel 
of the court and an agreement could be 
arrived at. Arbitration could give all the 
money, while the negotiation to which the 
Ministers and the Press thought to turn 
the people’s minds, could at best give only 
a reduction, and even then they would be 
dependent on the generosity of the British 
people. Mr. de Valera was afraid of 
arbitration because he was convinced now 
that they had no légal right. If the 
President objected to the principle of 
limitations involved, that was easily over- 
come. He could issue a fresh invitation 
to the British Government and at the 
same time appoint his two nomineos, 
whom the Irish people supposed would be 
Irish lawyers, because Irish lawyers knew 
more about Irish land laws than the most 
eminent jurists outside. | 


THE OATH. 


Dealing with the abolition of the Oath 
Mr. Fitzgerald stated that he was in 
favour of its retention; he thought that 
it served a useful purpose, and that it 
should be mandatory on the members of 
the Dail. Every State demanded loyalty 
of its citizens, and this the moral law 
also demanded. Mr. de Valera’s action 
with regard to the Oath had placed the 
Irish nation in an inferior position, while 
it had also lost them the 15 per cent. 
preference tariff following the Ottawa 
agreement.’ It was a breach of a bilateral 
treaty, and the British consequently 
would not have any dealings with the 
Trish delegation at Uttawa. He was con- 
vinced that Mr. de Valera, from a report 
of his Kilkenny speech, was at last be- 
ginning to feel the pressure of public 
opinion. . 

The President, he concluded, was con- 
vinced that the people were more in- 
terested in the settlement with England 
than in the prospect of wheat-growing. 


The people were not interested in his, 


economic policy, but tolerated him be- 
cause they thought that he had some- 
thing up his sleeve, and believed that 
an advantageous settlement with Eng- 
land. would ultimately result. 

“ Uniess things change,’’ declared Mr. 
Fitzgerald, ‘‘even with an advantageous 
Land Annuities dis- 

ute we shall still be at a disadvantage.

COMB-OUT OF FRENCH 
ACQUAINTANCES.

PARIS, Tuesday. 


N arrest in connection with the 
mysterious death of Mr. Donald Ross, 
who was found tied hand and foot in his 
Maisons-Laffitte residence on Sunday last, 
is regarded as possible as a result of a new 
clue which came into the possession of the 
police to-day. The nature of the clue is 
not. being disclosed, as M. Gabrielli, one of 
the Streté’s cleverest detectives, who is in 
charge of the case, feels that it would be 
unwise at the present stage to publish in- 
formation that might enable the murderer 
or murdefers to escape justice. 

A bicycle, which disappeared from the 
shed where it was usually housed, has pro- 
vided the police with a clue» 

The bicycle belonged to the Ross family, 
and an inventory of Mr. Ross’s property 
revealed that it was missing. Later a 
witness came forward and stated that late 


on Thursday, the last day Mr. Ross was } 


seen alive, he saw a soldier coming from 
the direction of the Ross home and alight- 
ing from a bicycle at the station, with 
every appearance of great haste. 


DASHED FOR THE @RAIN. 


The soldier, according to this witness, 
abandoned the bicycle and dashed into the 
train. This bicycle has now disappeared, 
and the police are concentrating on finding 
it. 

A new fact which came to light to-day 
was that when Mr. Ross left. his office he 
had the keys of his house with him. These 
keys have not been found at his home, and 
there is a possibility that if a stranger did 
accompany Mr. Ross home he took the 
keys away with him when he left Mr. 
Ross’s house. On the other hand, it will 
be remembered that the first police in- 
vestigations revealed that the kitchen door 
of Mr. Ross’s house had shown signs of 
having, been forced. 

Meanwhile routine inquiries by the 
police are continuing, and efforts are being 
made to trace every person with whom Mr. 
Ross had contact in fF rance—a task of some 
magnitude, as. Mr, Ross was in the habit 
of travelling extensively on business. 


THEORIES AND FACTS. 


The police have been able to dispose of 
the report that Mr. Ross had been put on 
board a train at the St. Lazare Station on 
Thursday evening in an advanced stage of 
intoxication, and commended to the care 
of his fellow-travellers. According to the 
police Mr. Ross, though undoubtedly 
under the influence of alcohol, was 
sufficiently in possession of his faculties to 
“ati effectively with any attempt to rob 
Lim. 

This evening M. Gabrielli informed 
Reuter’s Correspondent that, although he 
had had a series of wild theories recounted 
to him as facts, he was limiting himself 
to the enunciation of the following points: 

1—It cannot be established that Mr. 
Ross was seen alive after alighting from 
the train at Maisons-Laffitte at 11.535 p.m. 
on Thursday. 

2—Every movable object in the house 
and cellars had been smashed or upset. 

3—Mr. Ross had not bound himself 
alone.

THE METHODIST 
CHURCH.

In a leading article The Times observes : 
Yesterday afternoon within the walls of 
the Albert Hall, but also within the hear- 
ing of everyone who had a wireless set 
at hand, the union of the three Methodist 
Churches in this. country was formally 
accomplished, and henceforth they will 
know themselves and be known to the 
world as a single body—the Methodist 
Church. Not a little cf the proceedings 
was strictly formal in the sense that the 
Methodist Church Union Act, which was 
passed in 1929, demanded the set observ- 
ance of certain legal formalities, but these 
were carried out in a most impressive 
manner, and it was impossible not to per- 
ceive throughout the proceedings, which 
were a mixture of prayer and thanks- 
giving and what was essentially a business 
meeting, that the spiritual note was 
uppermost, and although. votes already 
known to be unanimous. had to be taken, 
resolutions equally foregone had to be 
passed and acts and deeds to be duly and 
finally delivered. The great assemblage 
had not come together merely to testify to 
a dry official consummation. To the 
Methodists of a vanished epoch it is per- 
missible to think that the whole scene 
might have been astonishing and the 
King’s message of congratulation and the 
presence of the Duke and Duchess of York 
almost incredible. 

Just as the possibilities of a reception 
at the Guildhall, as on Monday, would 
have likewise been beyond their purview, 
pethaps also they might have been sur- 
prised at the general interest outside 
Methodism which has been aroused by the 
occasion; for never before. have the 
Methodists in England come forward with 
such imposing unanimity to assert the 
position in the’Church Universal. To-the 
present generation, however, there can be 
nothing really to surprise; for not only 
has the movement which was yesterday 
brought to its climax been the patient 
work of many years, but in all the 
Protestant Churches there has been a 
growing sympathy as differences once 
thought to be inevitable have given way 
before a truer fellow-feeling, deeper 
scholarship and a firmer grasp of the 
common fundamentals, The union of 
Methodism does not stand alone; the 
Scottish Church has committed itself to 
a similar healine of differences, while 
between the Establishment and Christians 
of all shades outside it relations have of 
late years enormously improved,

Land —

than that of the United States. 

[President de Valera and the Irish Free 
State delegation arrived in Geneva this 
evening. 

The Foreign Office expects Japan's 
request for six weeks’ delay in the dis- 
cussion of the Lytton Report to be 
granted. | 

Officials inform the Press that Japan is 
anxious to continue in co-operation with 
the League, and is prepared to offer de- 
tailed explanations of the recognition of 
Manchu-kuo, and generally to adopt a con- 
ciliatory attitude, 

Mr. Matsuoka, Japan's third delegate 
to the League, will not leave until the 
report has been studied here. Meanwhile, 
he is preparing his case with care, which 
shows that the Government means to make 
a serious effort to vindicate its policy. 


“THREE POWERS 
AGAINST US.”

MR. LLOYD GEORGE ON 
DISARMAMENT. 


—— 


Mr. Lloyd. George, in a speech in sup- 
port of the Liberal candidate in the 
Cardigan ‘by-election last night, referred 
to the Government’s foreign policy. _ 

“ They have so contrived their policy on 
disarmament,”’ he said, “ that they have 
put three. of the greatest Powers of Europe 
against us—Italy, Germany and Russia. 
Now we have only one Great Power by our 
side, and that is the greatest militarist 
Power in Europe. That is now they have 
handled that situation. ' | 

He was going to. wait and see whether 
Lausanne was a success. If it was, he 
would throw up his hands and support the 
Government. 


OTTAWA AGREEMENTS. 

Speaking of the Ottawa agreements, he 
said— i 

“ All I know is that there is going to be 
a committee set up in Canada by the 
Canadians to decide whether our goods 
shall come in and on what conditions. It 
is all too precarious.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George said that he “was not 
against a non-party Government in an 
emergency, but there were two conditions 
for non-party government. The first was 
that the emergency was so great.as to 
justify postponing all party controversial 
issues, The second was that all party con- 
troversial issues were postponed. The 
moment the second condition was broken 
it ceased to be a non-party Government 
and became a purely party Government. 

“That is exactly what was happened. 
One great measure brought in by this non- 
party Government is one that puts an ena 
to the great system of free trade, which 
has been in existence for eighty years and 
made us the richest country in Europe. 
How can anyone say that is not party 
government ?”’ 


EVERYTHING ‘ DOWN.” 


“ When the time comes to write the 
story of the great National Government 
you will realise what folly and wretched- 
ness it i; to ask intelligent men to, give 
their ‘Support to a thing like this in- 
discriminately. It is an insult. 

‘‘One result of our policy has been that 
our exports have gone down as well as our 
imports, and, what is a much more serious 
matter, shipping has gone down. The 
shipping of this country is the greatest 
part of the national wealth, except agri 
culture. 

“ Mr. Baldwin says wait and see what 
will happen. You will not have to wait 
long to see in London, Liverpool, Bristol, 
Glasgow, Hull, Swansea or Newcastle. 
As soon as they begin to suffer, the whole 
community will suffer from one end of st 
to the other.”’ 

A message was received from Sir 
Herbert Samuel, in which he wrote that 
the return of the Liberal candidate to 
Parliament would ‘‘ strengthen there. the 
forces that make for greater freedom of 
trade, international disarmament and 
peace, and for prudent economy in public 


finance.”’ 
CONVERSION—A BAD SIGN. 


Mr. Lloyd George, in his speech at 
Cárdigán, which was partly in Welsh and 
partly in English, made the following 
reference to the conversion scheme :— | 

‘What a triumph was the conversion 
scheme! But you never put through a 
conversion scheme unless trade is at its 
worst. When trade is good, all the money 
is wahted for industry. The time for 
conversion is when trade is so bad that 
there is no use for money.

HE reading by the Duke of York yes- 
terday of a message from the King, 
who is at Balmoral, was the culminating 
moment in the impressive scenes at the 
Albert Hall, when 10,000 people saw the 
Methodist Church reunited. 
The King’s message said:—‘‘I have 
heard with the greatest interest and satis- 
faction that the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church, the United Methodist Church and 
the Primitive Methodist Church, through 
their chosen representatives, are meeting 
in conference to consummate the Union 
between them which has been reached 
after long years of careful preparation. 

“TIT can well understand the many 
doubts and difficulties which must have 
seemed to stand in the way, and I re- 
joice to know that by patience, consider- 
ateness and resolute purpose they have 
been overcome. I congratulate the unit- 
ing churches on the attainment of this 
happy result. They may well see in it 
a token of Divine guidance and higenng: 
[ welcome it as marking one step towards 
the unity of all Christian people—a cause 
which is always near my heart. 

‘*T have asked my dear son, the Duke 
of York, to bring to you, Mr. President, 
on whom the high honour of presiding at 
the uniting conference has been de- 
servedly bestowed, to the members of the 
conference and the charches which they 
represent, this message of my deep in- 
terest and heartfelt good wishes. The 
Methodist people have always been 
marked by their zeal for a high standard 
of personal religion, for the spread of the 
(Jospel of Christ, and for the moral, 
social and spiritual welfare of their fel- 
low-men. I trust and pray that their 
union in one church may quicken and 
strengthen that zeal, and may enable 
them with increased efficiency and de- 
votion to fulfil their service to the cause 
and Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 


FACTOR FOR PEACE. 


The Duke of York said — 

“ The Union of the Methodist Churches 
marks the opening of a new era in the 
life of one of the greatest spiritual forces 
in the modern world. I doubt, indeed, 
if there is any movement that has made 
more rapid strides since its inception in 
the Eighteenth Century than Methodism."’ 

After welcoming overseas delegates the 
Duke ‘spoke of the many aspects of 
Methodism calling for special mention. 
He said — 

“ First there is the work that is being 
carried on for youth, especially in the 
group movements, in universities and 
among the boys and girls at school. The 
spirit of fellowship animates that work; 
and it is also the spirit which has en- 
abled Methodism to achieve great results 
in its labeurs among the very poorest of 
the masses. 

“Then Methodism is a leading factor 
for world peace. Since it is no longer 
merely an Anglo-Saxon Church, it is able 
to exercise a powerful influence in this 
direction through’ the conference of world 
Methodism, at which many countries are 
represented; and in these difficult times, 
when the future is so uncertain, any force 
which contributes to the peace of the world 
must commend itself to the highest esteem 
of evéry thinking man and woman, To0- 
day’s ceremony is an historic one. The 
Duchess of York and I join in the prayers 
and good wishes of the King. May you go 
on from strength to strength until the 
victory over evil is won.”’ 


WESLEY’S BIBLE. 


On the platform as well as the Duke 
and Duchess were the Bishop of London, 
the Lord Mayor, Sir Maurice Jenks, ; Mr, 
Walter Runciman, President of the Board 
of Trade; Sir Josiah Stamp, and other 
well-known figures. 

While the vast congregation formally 
voted to elect Dr. Scott Lidgett as their 
first President they chattered like excited 
schoolboys. 

The Bible which John Wesley held 
clasped in his hands through the many 
years of his teaching up and dowd 
England was. passed into the hands of 
his successor, Dr. Scott Lidgett. 

Holding up the little well-thumbed 
Bible, with its faded brown. back, Dr. . 
Scott Lidgett said: — 

““I accept this Bible of John Wesley 
as the symbol and instrument of the work 
of world evangelism to which the Metho- 
dist Church is called.”’ 

So the conference passed to the signing 
of the Deed of Union. 


THE ARCHBISHOPS. 


The meeting in the Albert Hall last 
night to mark the day of union of the 
three Methodist Churches was attended 
by representatives of other Protestant 
Churches, who brought messages of greet- 
ing. Dr. J. Scott Lidgett read a number 
of messages, and a telegram from the 
Prime Minister stated: “ I should like to 
join in the joyfulness which stirs the 
whole of Methodism on this day of reunion, 
and to express the hope that the one 
united Church may wax in Christian 
courage and strength.”’ 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in a 
personal message, wrote:— “ The union 
which the Conference will consummate is 
indeed a great achievement. I have 
noted with constant interest the patience 
and frankness and thoroughness with 
which all the ineyitable difficulties have 
heen faced and discussed, and I congratu- 
late the Conference on the way in which 
they have been overcome. 

‘‘T cannot but hope that it may prove 
to be a step towards that even wider 
fellowship of ‘all who profess and call 
themselves Christians,’ which must ever 
be the theme of our prayers and the goa! 
of our efforts ” '

SOCIALISTS IN POWER 
IN SWEDEN.

STOCKHOLM, Tuesday. 


M. Hansson, leader of the Socialist 
Party, has been entrusted with the forma- 
tion of a Cabinet. 

This follows the Left truimph at 
Sunday’s general elections, and the resig- 
nation of the People’s Party Government 
under Herr Hamrin. 

Sunday’s elections showed an extra- 
ordinary swing to the Left in the Swedish 
electorate, and the majorities of the Con- 
servative and People’s Parties were swept 
away in the avalanche. 

The Socialist and Communist Parties, 
which entered into a working agreement 
for the purposes of the elections, now 
command 112 seats out of the total of 230. 

The Swedish Socialist Party is a 
moderate and constitutionalist organisa- 
tion. Abroad it supports the League of 
Nations, popular control of foreign policy, 
and gradual disarmament, while at home 
it is Republican in principle, and advo- 
cates the disestablishment of the Nationa] 
Church and the extension of social 
reforms.

EFFORTS TO PROCURE 
CAPTIVES’ RELEASE. 


The British Consul at Newchwang, who 
is the nearest Consul to the area where 
Mrs. Pawley and Mr, Charles Corkran 
were captured by bandits in Manchuria 
on September 7th, is working for their 
release under the superintendence of the 
British Consul-General at Mukden. 
H.M.S. Sandwich, a river gunboat, has 
been sent to Newchwang, and a language 
oficer has been speciaily detailed from 
the British Legation at Peking to assist 
in the varied efforts that are being made. 

These British officials are working in 
closest possible touch with the Japanese 
and other authorities. The steps actually 
being taken cannot be described in detail, 
because the one consideration is the safety 
of the captives.

SOLICITOR’S DEATH. 


The South Bucks Coroner, Mr. A. E. W. 
Charsley, yesterday adjourned the inquest on 
Robert Samuel Wood, 75, solicitor, of High 
Wycombe, in order that the examination of 
certain organs might be made. He also 
ordered a portion of a pork pie, which, it 
was stated, Mr. Wood and members of his 
family had partaken of, to be sent to the 
Home Office for analysis. 

Evidence was given that Mr. Wood was 
taken ill during Friday night. He went to 
bed early on Saturday evening, and about an 
hour afterwards it was found that he had 
died in his sleep. 

His wife and daughter were also taken ill. 
and Mrs. Wood was stated to be in a critica! 
condition, 

Doctor Penrose Huggins said that from a 
post-mortem examination he could not come 
to any definite conclusion as to the cause of 
death. There were numerous cases pointing 
to ptomaine poisoning in the town, Mrs. 
Wood being the first. He was called to see 
a maid servant who was also affected,

habitation. It had been impossible for the 
Corporation to enforce powers to do away 
with unsafe and unfit houses due to the 
lack of money, and the then disturbed state 
of the country. The Corporation could at 
best tinker with the problem, and while a 
certain amount had been done, much had 
been left undone. The special Housing 
Committee of the Corporation had some time 
ago reiorted that they wanted to go as 
closely as possible into the question of what 
remedial steps coaid be taken, They made 
many inspections, and the total of the 
schemes contemplated would provide accom- 
modation for about 5,000 families. The 
Corporation hoped, in the course of time, to 
be able to deal with the quéstion of in- 
sanitary dwellings. 


UNHEALTHY HOUSES. 


‘The Annamoe road (Cabra road) site was 
virgin. soil, on which it was proposed to 
build. The Hanover streét site comprised 
five acres, ó roods and 36 perches, and since 
it was close to the quays and other large 
centres of employment, it was the object of 
the Corporation to provide such accommoda- 
tion there as would enable them to re-house 
the present population of 1,193 people, or 244 
families in up-to-date sanitary dwellings, 
with proper water supply. The Mary’s lane 
scheme was an extension of the existing 
scheme in that aréa. The area was almost 
derelict. Only seven families lived there 
on the site on which the Corporation pro- 
posed to erect 48 dwellings. 

Dr. Russell, the City Medical Officer of 
Health, gave evidence of the conditions 
under which families in these areas had to 
live. The people in Hanover street had, 
he said, to breathe a damp, rotten atmo- 
sphere. The walls and floors were 
rotten, and the rooms were badly 
lighted and ventilated. The occupants made 
the best efforts to keep their houses clean. 
It was untrue to say that those people if 


provided with new houses would turn them. 


into tenements. Those people would respond 
to the influence of a healthy environment and 
wholesome air. 


UNDER STREET LEVEL. 


Mr. Martin Mullen, a. Corporation 
inspector, said that the houses in Hanover 
street area were all in a dilapidated state, 
although not structurally unsafe. The ground 
floor of some of the cottages was under 
street level. 

It was stated that the number of houses 
proposed to be erected under the three 
schemes included :—Annamoe road, 303 (14 
four-roomed and 289 three-roomed) upon an 
area of 15 acres ór. 12p. and yds. ; 
Hanover street, 324 (116 two-roomed apart- 
ment dwellings and 208 three-roomed apart- 
ment dwellings) upon an area of. acres ; 
and Mary’s lane, 48 (59 three-roomed apart- 
ment dwellings and 9 two-roomed apartment 
ee on an area of 1 acre Ir, Bop. and 
vVas. 

In regard to the Annamoe road proposal, 
Mr. P. J, Mathews, a Corporation witness, 
said that he thought that the value of exist- 
ing houses on Cabra road would not be in- 
creased by the erection of two or three- 
roomed houses in close proximity. 


OBJECTIONS NOTED. 


An objection by some residents in Cabra 
road to the scheme was notéd. 

Other objections relating to the Mary’s 
lane scheme were heard from property 
owners, and Mr. Rice intimated that in a 
few cases where there would be actual hard- 
ship through the acquisition of’ premises 
arrangements would be made to have such 
property excluded from the scheme. 

, Lhe inquiry was adjourned until this morn- 
ing, when objections in relation’ to the Han- 
over street scheme will be heard,

THE MOULTING PERIOD. 

w riting o4 this subject in the Weekly 
irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

A hen is now considered old when she passes 
her second laying season, though there 
was a time when people kept hens till 
they were five or six years old, and some- 
times till they died. But we cannot 
always afford to’ part with our best 
layers, best sitters,.and best mothers at 
two years old, and so we keep them, 
perhaps, for a year or two longer. But 
the older they grow the later the moult, 
and the harder it becomes. When an 
old hen moults, she does so with all her 
heart, and has no wish to resume laying 
too soon; and if the weather is cold and 
wet, which it generally is at the time of 
late moulting, she is likely to need a 
pick-me-up to carry her through, so that 
Ae may not lose the value of her eggs too 
ong.
